'this account. Borne of them have been 
stopped for several days. It is said that the 
help intend going to work again tomorrow 
morning. Tho increase demanded is but 
very trivial and in one case they had actually 
been receiving for their labor precisely whal 
they demanded aud what they struck for. 
The reluctance ou the part of the manufac-
